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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments were not persuasive. Several 
arguments were made that Lawes does not disclose a locking mechanism to prevent rotational and longitudinal movement between the 
sleeve and the nail. The examiner interprets the locking mechanism as being made of several parts, such as in this case on part of the 
locking mechanism prevents rotational movement and the other part of the locking mechanism prevents longitudinal movement. It 
appears that the applicant desires to have one locking piece that prevents rotational and longitudinal movement. 

It is also argued that Lawes does not have the locking mechanism around the hole to which the sleeve is inserted. The word 'around* is 
a very broad term and can be interpreted as so. 

With respect to claim 78 and Lawes not disclosing teaching or suggesting a retrieving device which performs the recited functions is 
not fully appropriate. As long as this device has the ability to perform these functions then Lawes does read on the claim. 

The interpretation made of Bramlet et al in rejecting specifically claim 7 and 26 was challenged. Under the broadest reasonable 
interpretation, with a detailed figure in the final office action mailed June 14, 2007, a rejection was made and is deemed appropriate in this 
case. The interpretation made of these claims was made and still reads on the current claim language. 
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
